brother, Wm, Stevens, were the fig- 
ures about which the investigation 
revolved. 


All three were expected- to bo 


questioned today. Mrs. Hall for fur- 
ther details of her unexplained wan- 
derings in the early hours of Fri- 
day morning, shortly after the mur- 
ders are believed to have been com- 
mitted; Mills lor the story of his 
wanderings at the same hour, and 
Stevens for further light on his un- 
canny prediction on Friday morning 
that "something terrible is going to 
iappen." 


Enter* Rectory 


Mr*. Hall admitted last night that 


she was the woman in the polo coat 
whom witnesses toid-jxf •oelng enter 
the rectory about 2:46 o'clock on 
Friday morning. She was quoted as 
saying that she hod gone to tho 
church, accompanied by her brother, 
seeking her husband who had not 
^corno home the night before, Stevens 
refused to say whether he was with 
her. Witnesses did not see him re- 
turn to the rectory. 


Mills also has told the authorities 


of having visited the church

the same hour that Mrs. Hall said 
she' was there. He regarded it as 
strange that he had not seen her nor 
Stevens but hazarded the opinion 
that they "might have visited differ- 
ent parts of the church."
